REPORT    OF    THE 
FALL    MEETING 

The  Fall  1986  meeting  was  held  on 
Saturday,  October  25  at  Harvard 
University.  Following  introductory 
remarks  by  chapter  vice-chair/chair-elect 
Paula  Matthews  (Bates  College),  Michael 
Ochs,  Librarian  of  the  Eda  Kuhn  Loeb  Music 
Library,  Harvard  University,  offered  a 
warm  welcome  to  participants  and  brief 
comments  about  the  Loeb  Library.  The 
morning  session  continued  with  two  papers 
by  members  of  the  Harvard  faculty: 
Professor  Elliot  Forbes,  Fanny  Peabody 
Professor  of  Music,  Emeritus,  and 
Professor  Eileen  Southern,  Professor  of 
Afro-American  Studies  and  Music. 
Professor  Forbes'  paper,  entitled  "A 
history  of  music  at  Harvard",  traced  the 
distinguished  history  of  musical  life  at 
Harvard,  development  of  the  music 
curriculum,  and  influences  of  members  of 
the  faculty,  most  notably  A.  Tillman 
Merritt.  Significant  events  include  the 
founding  of  the  Harva rd-Radcl i f f e 
orchestra  in  1808  and  the  employment  of 
John  Knowles  Paine  as  organist  and  teacher 
of  sacred  music  in  1862.  Music  was  first 
offered  for  credit  in  1871,  and  until 
World  War  I  Harvard  generally  produced 
composers  and  music  executives,  music 
history    being    offered    only    at    the 


introductory  level.  Reforms  in  the 
curriculum  included  offerings  in  music 
history  and  performance.  Practice 
facilities  were  established,  and  a 
keyboard  proficiency  test  was  instituted. 
Randall  Thompson,  who  succeeded  Merritt  as 
chair,  spearheaded  the  move  for  a  music 
library,  which  was  established  in  1956. 
Professor  Southern,  whose  research  focuses 
on  early  music  and  Afro-American  music, 
described  the  wealth  of  resources  in  the 
Harvard  University  library  system.  Music 
resources  are  hardly  limited  to  the  Loeb 
Music  Library,  but  extend  to  the  Widener 
and  Houghton  Libraries,  as  well  as  many 
departmental  libraries.  Professor 
Southern  described  the  open  stacks  and 
general  convenience  of  the  Widener  Library 
as  a  "researcher's  paradise". 
Specifically  cited  were  important 
microform  and  newspaper  holdings,  as  well 
as  folk  materials  at  the  Widener,  the 
theatrical  collection  of  the  Pusey 
Library,  the  sheet  music  collection  at  the 
Houghton  Library,  and  the  Archive  of  World 
Music,  which  contains  both  field  and 
commercial  recordings  of  folk,  country, 
and  blues  musics.  Michael  Ochs  continued 
the  description  of  the  Harvard  University 
Libraries  with  details  about  music  and 
music  related  holdings  in  the  over  90 
libraries  which  constitute  the  library 
system.  The  Distributable  Union  Catalog 
(D.U.C.)  on  microfiche  provides  a  link  to 
the  numberous  libraries,  but  at  present 
does  not  contain  holdings  of  the  Loeb 
Music  Library.  The  catalog  of  the  Widener 
Library  serves  more  or  less  as  a  union 
catalog . 
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Music  holdings  in  several  departmental 
libraries  were  cited,  most  notably:  the 
Houghton  collection  of  some  200,000  pieces 
of  sheet  music,  music  manuscripts,  first 
editions,  libretti,  theatre  programs, 
playbills,  songsters,  and  a  picture 
collection;  the  Tauser  Library  ethnology 
collection  including  ethnomusicology , 
music  instruments,  and  music  in  primitive 
societies;  the  Baker  Library  of  the 
Harvard  Business  School,  containing 
collections  on  the  music  trade,  business 
of  music,  printing,  labor  unions,  and 
music  in  advertising;  and  the 
Andover /Harvard  Divinity  School,  which  has 
an  extensive  collection  of  hymnals.  Mr. 
Ochs,  accompanied  by  pianist  Holly 
Mockovak,  also  of  the  Loeb  Library, 
rendered  a  most  entertaining  vocal 
performance  listing  the  90+  Harvard 
libraries . 

Dawn  Thistle  (College  of  the  Holy 
Cross)  offered  a  brief  status  report  on 
the  results  of  the  joint  NELINET  Music 
Users  Group  /  NEMLA  survey  on 
retrospective  conversion  of  music 
materials.  Although  further  statistical 
analysis  is  continuing,  preliminary 
results  indicate  that  some  75%  of 
responding  libraries  are  involved  in  or 
have  completed  retrospective  conversion. 
Recon  does  not  necessarily  precede 
implementation  of  online  systems.  Most 
libraries  have  given  highest  priority  to 
book  (71%)  and  score  (61%)  conversion,  and 
in  general  most  libraries  are  in  the 
beginning  stages  of  recon.  100%  of  public 
libraries  responding  have  at  least  online 
circulation  systems,  as  opposed  to  33%  of 
academic  libraries.  The  majority  of 
libraries  (57%)  are  conducting  recon 
in-house,  generally  by  use  of  the  shelf 
list.  In-house  costs  average  $0.40  per 
record.  Conversion  rates  tend  to  be  less 
than  10  per  hour  for  scores,  and  between 
10  and  20  per  hour  for  books  and  sound 
recordings.  Further  results  will  be 
published  after  the  data  have  been  fully 
analyzed . 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  a 
presentation  by  John  Howard  (Harvard 
University)  on  the  RISM  project  at 
Harvard.  The  project  was  established  in 
1985  under  a  NEH  grant,  to  gather  and 
encode  RISM  entries  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Project    Center    in   Kassel,    West  Germany. 


Mr.  Howard  concluded  his  presentation 
with  a  tour  of  the  RISM  office.  Tours  of 
the  Eda  Kuhn  Music  Library  and  the  Isham 
Memorial  Library  were  conducted  by  members 
of  the  library  staff,  and  the  afternoon 
concluded  with  a  most  pleasant  sherry  hour 
in  the  Isham  Library.

~~    MLA    NAMES    AWARD 

The  Music  Library  Association  has 
recently  named  its  annual  award  for  the 
"best  book-length  bibliography  or  music 
reference  work"  in  honor  of  the  late 
Vincent   H.      Duckies. 

Vincent  H.  Duckies  (1913-1985),  a 
former  president  of  the  Association,  was 
head  of  the  Music  Library  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  from 
1947  until  his  retirement  in  1980.  Over 
the  course  of  his  career  he  made 
significant  contributions  to  the  field  of 
music  librar ianship,  being  perhaps  most 
widely  known  for  his  book,  Music  Reference 
and  Research  Materials:  An  Annotated 
BjLb_31iL0£r^a£hy .  He  also  published 
extensively  in  the  areas  of  musicology, 
specifically  17th-century  English  song, 
and    the    historiography   of    music. 

As  both  Head  of  the  Music  Library  and 
Professor  of  Music,  Duckies  built  the 
Berkeley  Music  Library  collection  from  a 
"closet-sized  gaggle  of  teaching 
materials"  to  a  major  research  collection, 
and,  through  his  teaching,  did  much  to 
advance   music    scholarship. 

The  first  recipient  of  the  Vincent  H. 
Duckies  Award  for  the  best  book-length 
bibliography  or  music  reference  work  will 
be  named  at  the  Music  Library 
Association's  56th  Annual  Conference,  to 
be  held  in  Eugene,  Oregon,  February  11-14, 
1987.

as  of  October  1,  1986 
Compiled  by  Laurie  Eaglesor.  and  L.  Serena  Baker 
University  of  Arizona 

This  is  our  first  completed  list  of  uniform  titles  for  composers  with 
over  100  authority  records  in  the  LCNA  file.  Although  they  have  not 
reached  the  256  record  limit  and  are  still  searchable  on  OCLC,  we  have 
found  them  to  be  very  useful.  Firstly,  one  does  not  always  have  immediate 
access  to  an  OCLC  terminal,  and  secondly,  branch  libraries  often  do  brief 
cataloging  without  the  aid  of  any  online  utility. 

The  method  we  have  used  is  to  extract  all  authority  records  through 
OCLC  and  then  enter  the  headings  and  control  numbers  on  floppy  disk  to 
make  updating  possible.  Diacritics  are  added  manually.  References  (coded 
Rules:   n)  are  not  included. 

We  are  also  working  on  lists  for  Beethoven,  Brahms,  Handel,  Haydn, 
Schubert,  Tchaikovsky  (with  English  cross  references),  Telemann  and  3 
Vivaldi  (updated  and  consolidated  with  Philip  Youngholm's  list).  In  o> 
addition,  we  are  revising  earlier  lists  for  J.S.  Bach  and  Mozart,  both  of  ^ 
which  are  unsearchable  on  OCLC.  (If  possible,  we  will  try  to  make  these  w 
lists  available  upon  completion  to  anyone  interested  for  the  cost  of  ,-t-
